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The Rosebud Health Foun¬ 
dation held their annual meet¬ 
ing Wednesday night with guest 
speaker Mike Conroy of the 
Calgary Health Region (CHR).

“Our planning department has 
done a tour of the facility, which 
was built back in 1964, and 
they are deciding how to best 
utilize those funds.” 

The CHR is still figuring out 
all the options they have with 
the money to decide the best 
way to meet the needs of the 
community.

“We want to increase the 
light in some areas, because it’s 
sort of a dungeon in some ar¬ 
eas,” Murphy said. 

The roof of the building will 
be angled, to represent the ag¬ 
riculture type atmosphere 
which the building will be sit¬ 
ting in. 

“The reason we are doing 
this type of building, and not 
something with a flat roof is 
because we wanted a building 
that is of Mountain View 
County, we didn’t want a build¬ 
ing that looked like it belonged 
in downtown Calgary. We 
wanted something that was 
more appropriate in the context 
of where we are.” 

The building will have a 
clock-like tower near the entry 
of the building, which is 
slightly elevated making it 
higher than the building. 

The plans have not been set 
in stone for the use of this 
tower, but ideas that were dis¬ 
cussed were to either place 
MVC’s logo on it, or to actu¬ 
ally place a clock on the tower. 

Council gave approval to 
Murphy and the building com¬ 
mittee on the general image of 
the building, which may have 
some minor changes in the near 
future. 

Normally, a building commit¬ 
tee would have the power to 
move ahead with the look of the 
building, but council, earlier in 
the year, requested the commit¬ 
tee bring back to their ideas so 
council as a whole could decide 
on the image. 

All council members, except 
Councillor Dave Derksen, voted 
in favor of the look of the build¬ 
ing.

Mountain View County 
(MVC) council are one step 
closer to finalizing the blue¬ 
prints for their future admin¬ 
istration building. 

At a special council meeting 
last Monday, February 9, coun¬ 
cil heard from the building com¬ 
mittee and from lead architect, 
Linus Murphy on what the 
building’s outside appearance 
will look like. 

“We are going to be refining 
details as time goes on. Today, 
we are just here for the outside 
appearance of the building,” 
Murphy told council. 

“So, the exact length of the 
building will be modified to suite 
the exact length and detail of 
the interior. We are showing the 
general imagery which we 
would like to pursue with.” 

The building committee 
wanted to come up with a 
building which represented 
Mountain View County, and 
looked different than other 
county’s - and in fact, any other 
building. 

The one-story building has 
a barn like look, with a glass 
entry way. The exterior of the 
building will consist of stone at 
the bottom, wood frames, and 
brick on the remaining of the 
building. 

“We wanted to have a very 
obvious entry way, so it’s not 
difficult to get into the build¬ 
ing,” Murphy said. 

When entering the building 
the plans are to have council 
chambers and top administra¬ 
tors near the entry way, for easy 
access to the public. 

Other offices will be located 
further away from the en¬ 
trance. 

The building will have win¬ 
dows at the top of vaulted ceil¬ 
ings, as the building commit¬ 
tee wants to see as much natu¬

Chinook’s Edge weapons policy adequate, say officials

In light of the Feb. 9 stab¬ 
bing death of a 16-year-old 
Red Deer student, allegedly at 
the hands of a fellow student, 
Chinook's Edge school divi¬ 
sion officials have reaffirmed 
their belief that the no-weap¬ 
ons policy in place in the di¬ 
vision is adequate to meet any 
and all requirements. 

Pieter Langstraat, acting 
deputy superintendent, says 
the Chinook’s Edge policy, in 
place since 1996, assures stu¬ 
dents, teachers and staff are 
well protected. 

“We are always, of course 
vigilant and aware, and any 
kind of suspicion of a weapon 
would be dealt with quickly 
by school administration, 
that’s for sure,” said 
Langstraat. The policy 
speaks to all types of concerns 
that may arise in schools 
around weapons. “I think it 
addresses those concerns. In 
terms of students bringing 
weapons to school, it’s not an 
issue in Chinook’s Edge that 
we have dealt with recently”. 

“I certainly have sympathy 
for what happened in Red 
Deer, it’s a very difficult 
thing.” 

A 16-year-old Red Deer boy 
has been charged with second 
degree murder in the stabbing 
death of a male classmate at 
North College high school, 
which is in the Red Deer 
school division, not 
Chinook’s Edge. 

Chinook’s Edge includes 
schools in Sundre, Olds and 
Didsbury. 

The accused, who under 
the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act cannot be identified, made 
his first appearance in Red 
Deer Provincial Youth Court 
on Feb. 12. He has been or¬ 
dered to undergo a psychiat¬ 
ric examination. 

The Chinook’s Edge weap¬ 
ons policy, which applies to all 
40 schools in the division, 
defines a weapon as a “fire¬ 
arm of any description, a knife 
or similar item dangerous to 
others, or anything designed 
to be used or intended for use 


for the purpose of threaten¬ 
ing or intimidating any per¬ 
son”. 

Under the existing 
Chinook’s Edge weapons 
policy, any student in posses¬ 
sion of a weapon on school 
property may be suspended or 
recommended for expulsion 
and the RCMP may be con¬ 
tacted. 

“A student using or threat¬ 
ening to use a weapon shall 
be reported immediately to 
the principal and may be re¬ 
ported to the RCMP” 

“The RCMP must be con¬ 
tacted if any criminal offence 
has been committed or per¬ 
ceived danger to the well-be¬ 
ing of staff or students exist.” 

A fist fight between two 16- 
year-old boys broke out out¬ 
side the school on Feb. 10, 
said Red Deer RCMP Const. 
Ralph Cervi. 

The victim, a 16-year-old 
Grade 10 student at the 
school, was stabbed several 
times in the upper body, and 
was pronounced dead upon 
arrival at hospital. 

The accused was arrested 
at the scene of the stabbing. 

The victim cannot be iden¬ 


tified without his parents per¬ 
mission, which has not been 
given. 

Police say they have recov¬ 
ered a weapon, but have not 
said whether it was a knife. 
It is not known if the accused 
had the knife in the school be¬ 
fore the stabbing. 

During last week’s court 
appearance, the accused, 
wearing civilian clothes and 
standing erect in the docket, 
spoke only to give Judge Pat 
Lawrence his date of birth. 

Although under the re¬ 
cently-instituted YCJA 
youths can no longer be tried 
as adults, there are provi¬ 
sions in the act allowing the 
court to impose adult sen¬ 
tences upon conviction. 

An adult conviction for sec¬ 
ond degree murder carries a 
mandatory penalty of life im¬ 
prisonment. The parole eligi¬ 
bility can vary from case-to- 
case basis. 

Red Deer Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Denis Huot says the 
Crown will be opposing any 
bail for the accused. 

“The youth is charged with 
second degree murder, which 
automatically attracts an

adult sentence” said Huot. “If 
the defence wants to seek a 
youth sentence, they will have 
to make an application and 
the onus falls on them to 
make the application.” 

There are no negotiations 
between Crown and defence 
underway regarding the case, 
said Huot. Red Deer defence 
lawyer Lome Goddard asked 
the judge to order the psychi¬ 
atric assessment. Judge Law¬ 
rence ordered the examina¬ 
tion, which will be conducted 
in hospital to determine the 
accused’s mental condition. 

Goddard said he will seek 
bail for the accused at a later 
date, noting the boy does not 
have a criminal record. 


The accused and his fam¬ 
ily “are stressed out, every¬ 
body is stressed out to the 
max,” he said. 

The parents of the accused 
were in attendance during 
Thursday’s court appearance. 
They declined to comment. 

The RCMP investigation is 
ongoing. 

The accused, who remains 
in custody, is scheduled to be 
back in Red Deer court on 
Feb. 26. 

The Chinook’s Edge school 
division has had it’s share of 
student violence trouble re¬ 
cently, with three Sylvan 
Lake students jailed last fall 
for poisoning a classmate with 
a tainted slushie.

CHR helping to make healthy kids

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) and the Boys 
and Girls Club have 
partnered to give parents 
ideas on how to encourage 
kids to eat healthy foods 
and be active. 

Snactivity is a free class 
for parents of young kids 
who want to learn about de¬ 
veloping healthy eating and 
active living habits in their 
children.

CESD opens two 
new schools

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) is making 
plans for two new schools 
in the Red Deer County 
area. A plan for the divi¬ 
sion’s facilities calls for a 
500 capacity junior and sen¬ 
ior high school, housing 
grade 7-12 students. The 
other new facility would be 
a kindergarten to grade four 
school (with capacity to ex¬ 
pand to grade six) in 
Springbrook with an ap¬ 
proximate capacity of 100 
students. 

“We are ex¬ 
ploring pos¬ 
sible pro¬ 
gramming 
options that 
will make the 
school 
unique 
within the 
area; stu¬ 
dents at¬ 
tending this 
school will 
be able to 
access 
courses that 
they can’t 
aet any¬ 
where else 
in Central 
Alberta.”

In addition, the divi¬ 
sion’s plans for these 
schools will cause some 
grade reconfigurations at 
nearby schools, and two 
school closures. The pro¬ 
posal calls for the closure of 
River Glen School (kinder¬ 
garten through grade 12), 


which is currently located 
in the city of Red Deer. The 
second proposed closure is 
Penhold School (grades 
four through nine). 

"We are considering this 
proposal based on the needs 
of Chinook’s Edge students 
over the long term.” said 
Roy Brassard, CESD board 
chair. Brassard went on to 
say the closure of River Glen 
and the opening of a new 
junior high and high school 
within Red Deer County 
would allow Chinook’s 
Edge to offer a wide selec¬ 
tion of programming cur¬ 
rently not possible at River 
Glen or Penhold Schools. 

Presently Poplar Ridge is 
kindergarten to grade six, 
this would remain the same 
with some students 
transfering there from 
River Glen. It is uncertain 
at this time if Red Deer 
Outreach school will be re¬ 
located or closed. 

CESD has held three 
public meetings to discuss 
these new plans with par¬ 
ents and other stakeholders, 
and to gather feedback. One 
last meeting will take place 
at the Harvard Park Busi¬ 
ness Center Administration 
Building in Springbrook on 
Feb. 25 at 7 p.m. 

"We are excited about the 
possibility of opening a 
school in Springbrook," said 
Jim Gibbons, CESD super¬ 
intendent. “The residents of 
the community currently 
don’t have a school. This 
will allow younger children 
to spend the school day 
within close proximity to 
home.” 

Gibbons is also eager to 
see the new high school 
move forward. 

“A new high school in 
Red Deer County would be 
more accessible to County 
residents, but even more 
than that, it will allow us 
to offer students a broader 
range of courses. We are 
exploring possible program¬ 
ming options that will 
make the school unique 
within the area; students 
attending this school will be 
able to access courses that 
they can’t get anywhere else 
in Central Alberta.” 


formal talks to an edu¬ 
cation meeting in the 
near future, but say 
they would like to see 
struggling families 
compensated somehow 
- or, at the very least 
have school fees re¬ 
duced for these fami¬ 
lies. 

“This is a gesture 
that we are in sympa¬ 
thy with these people,” 
Taylor added. 

If the fees are levied 
for the families, this 


will mean that CESD 
will have budget impli¬ 
cations and money will 
have to be found else¬ 
where. 

CESD Treasurer 
Susan Roy explained to 
the board that the di¬ 
vision collects $1 mil¬ 
lion annually in school 
fees, and although no 
figures have been fi¬ 
nalized by reducing or 
cutting fees for some 
families there will be a 
reduction in revenue. 


“I don’t feel the 
board is in any place to 
throw any money 
around, but... we are a 
rural school board - the 
largest (rural board) in 
the Province, and the 
way I see it, is that we 
don’t really have a 
choice,” said CESD 
board chair, Roy 
Brassard. 

Gibbons says that 
the school board needs 
to realize that families 
are facing difficult 


times, and education 
isn’t something to put 
on the back burner. 

“We really don’t 
want families being 
harassed for school 
fees when they really 
aren’t in the position 
to be paying them at 
this time,” Gibbons 
said. 

The board is expected to 
discuss this at a public 
board meeting, after dis¬ 
cussing it at their education 
committee meeting.

High Anxiety 

by Ian Taylor 

On my way to the last 
board meeting I heard a 
radio item about the pos¬ 
sibility of a flu pandemic. 

The speaker said that 
something like the 1918 
flu outbreak would kill 
about 60,000 Canadians. 

He stated that it was not 
a question of “if” this 
would happen but 
“when”. 

I mulled over this 
gloomy prospect and 
speculated how our 
school system would deal 
with it. 

Not long after we had 
begun our meeting we 
heard the startling and 
sad news of the stabbing 
death of a Red Deer boy, 
after school, by a fellow 
student in an alternative 
program. 

It started me thinking 
about how we are con¬ 
stantly bombarded with 
news of fresh threats to 
our safety and to those we 
love. 

The high profile danger 
right now is another ter¬ 
rorist strike, though that 
is unlikely to happen 
close to home. 

Hanging over that are 
all the various threats to 
our health posed by what 
we eat, drink and breath 
or receive on our unpro¬ 
tected skin from a malig¬ 
nant sun. 

Humming in the back¬ 
ground is the ever present 
and probably greatest 
danger - a serious traffic 
accident. 

As trustees we are con¬ 
stantly challenged to con¬ 
sider the safety of division 
students. It starts with 
the physical environment 
of school buildings. 

When older buildings 
are renovated the first 
priority is for anything 
that affects the health 
and safety of students. 

This means, for exam¬ 
ple, that improvement of 
air quality is automatic. 

Our buses, which are pur¬ 
chased new, follow a rig¬ 
orous routine of mainte¬ 
nance in our own garages 
by our own specialist me¬ 
chanics. Division policies 
also dictate safe proce¬ 
dures to be followed in sci¬ 
ence classes and indus¬ 
trial arts labs. 

Even elementary play¬ 
ground equipment, on 
which you spent many 
happy hours, was not 
judged safe enough for 
your children and grand¬ 
children and so was re¬ 
moved. 

Field trips come in for 
close scrutiny, especially 
those involving air travel 
or travel into the back 
country. The deaths of 
Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
students in an avalanche 
last year have caused us 
extra caution over giving 
permission for a Hugh

are paramount in our de¬ 
cision making and poli¬ 
cies. Life teaches us that 
however careful and rea¬ 
sonable we are, and how¬ 
ever many precautions we 
take, there’s still a chance 
of getting hurt. 

Driving is an excellent 


example of this. No mat¬ 
ter what I do in following 
the rules of the road and 
having a vehicle in top 
condition there are things 
beyond my control - the 
behaviour of other driv¬ 
ers, a moose crossing the 
road on a moonless night 


This has lead us to assess 
the safety of the fifteen 
vans in schools across 
the division that are used 
for inter school sports 
travel. 

These are just some 
examples of how consid¬ 
erations of student safety 


or a tire blow out. 

The only way to avoid 
any risk is not to get out 
of bed in the morning. 

The world of students 
offers a particular di¬ 
lemma over the balance 
between risk and safety. 
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Sutherland cross country 
trip to Yoho provincial 
park. Last month we sent 
condolences over the 
deaths of two high school 
boys in our neighbouring 
jurisdiction who were 
killed when their van 
crashed with a truck.

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QUESTION: What are the long-range implications of 
raising a strong-willed child? What can we expect as the 
years go by? 

DR. DOBSON: Well, I can give you a few encouraging 
conclusions from our study. The tendencies of strong-willed 
children (SWCs) are to return to parental values when they 
reach adulthood. Parents told us that 85 percent of their 
grown SWCs (24 years of age and older) came back to what 
they had been taught — entirely or at least “somewhat.” 
That is good news. Only 15 percent were so headstrong that 
they rejected their family’s core values into their mid-20s. 
In those exceptional cases. I’ll wager that other problems 
and sources of pain were involved. 

What this means, in effect, is that these tough-minded 
kids will argue and fight and complain throughout their 
years at home, but the majority will turn around when they 
reach young adulthood and do what their parents most de¬ 
sired. That should be reassuring. Furthermore, if we could 
have evaluated these individuals at 35 instead of 24 years of 
age. even fewer would still be in rebellion against parental 
values. 

Second, raising a strong-willed child (or a house full of 
them) can be a lonely job for parents. You can begin to feel 
like yours is the only family that has gone through these 
struggles. Don’t believe it. In another study of 3,000 par¬ 
ents, we found that 85 percent of families had at least one 
strong-willed child. This is parenthood. This is human na¬ 
ture. 

Third, I urge you as parents of strong-willed children not 
to feel “cheated” or depressed by the assignment of raising 
such individuals. You are not an exception or the butt of 
some cruel cosmic joke. All human beings arrive with a gen¬ 
erous assortment of flaws, including the very compliant child. 
Yes, it is more difficult to raise an independent little fellow 
or gal, but you can do it! You can, through prayer and sup¬ 
plication before the Lord, bring him or her to that period of 
harmony in early adulthood that makes the effort worth¬ 
while. I also believe that you can increase the odds of trans¬ 
mitting your values to these individuals by following some 
time-honored principles found in Scripture. So hang in there! 
Nothing of value in life comes easily anyway. 

Hold tightly to Solomon’s encouraging words: “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it” (Proverbs 22:6 KJV). 

QUESTION: My husband is a good man, but he gets 
angry at the kids and says things that he later regrets. Help 
me convince him to be careful about these off-the-cuff com¬ 
ments. 

DR. DOBSON: Psychologist and author Abraham 
Maslow once said, “It takes nine affirming comments to 
make up for each critical comment we give to our children.” 

I believe he is right. All normal human beings respond nega¬ 
tively to criticism and rejection. Conversely, some of us crave 
affirmation so much that we’ll do almost anything to get it. 

Children are especially vulnerable to those who use affir¬ 
mation to manipulate them. As someone said, “Whoever gives 
your kids praise and attention has power over them." That 
could be a drug dealer, a gang member, or anyone who could 
harm them. People with evil intentions know how to use 
praise to get what they want from lonely kids. This is, in 
fact, the technique routinely used by pedophiles to abuse 
their victims sexually. 

The average pedophile abuses 150 children in the course 
of his lifetime. Each sexual exploitation lasts for seven years, 
typically, before the truth comes to light. And how does he 
accomplish that? A highly skilled pedophile can enter a room 
full of children and instantly spot those who are vulnerable 
to affirmation. He can have those needy kids under his con¬ 
trol in five minutes or less. 

All human beings have deep psychological needs for love, 
belonging and affection. If you don't meet those longings in 
your children, I can assure you someone else will.

The nature of being a 
child is to be curious, to 
want to explore, to test one¬ 
self; that’s how we do much 
of our learning in or out of 
school. 

We also know that being 
sensible and being young are 
not necessarily synony¬ 
mous. 

A lack of experience and 
an overabundance of emo¬ 
tions sometimes lead chil¬ 
dren to do stupid things. So 
the challenge for schools is 
to allow students to venture 
into new experiences in an 
environment that is super¬ 
vised and structured by 
adults. 

Here’s one last thought 
for those who long wistfully 
for a safer time decades ago. 
Yes, as a teenager and young 


adult in the late fifties and 
sixties I was less aware of 
the litany of daily threats to 
my health and safety, (heck, 
I even smoked then!), but 
the very real possibility of 
the superpowers destroying 
each other, and everyone 
else, through nuclear holo¬ 
caust was a dark cloud 
hanging over everything. 
Living through the Cuban 


missile crisis gave me and 
millions of others the ulti¬ 
mate perspective on anxiety.

Study 

Compared to boys 
more girls have tried 
cigarettes and nearly 
twice as many reported 
smoking more than 100 
cigarettes. 

Other tobacco use, 
such as cigar, pipe and 
chewing tobacco was 
higher in Central Al¬ 
berta. 

Pieter Langstraat, 
acting deputy superin¬ 
tendent for Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 
said he found two re¬ 
sults of this survey to be 
surprising , female use 
of tobacco is higher and 
more youth smoke in 
Central Alberta. 

“We all knew female 
use of tobacco was on 
the rise but the fact it is 
higher in females is in¬ 
teresting and disturb¬ 
ing,” said Langstraat. 

“The other item that 
needs to be addressed is 
the fact that in Central 
Alberta the rate of 
smoking is significantly 
higher.” 

He said although 
Chinook’s Edge already 
has a policy prohibiting 
tobacco use on school 
property, the survey re¬ 
sults support action the 
board is currently tak¬ 
ing. 

“Chinook’s Edge has 
always been proactive 
with their approach to 
tobacco use. If anything 
this survey enforces 
what we are doing.” 

Chinook’s Edge to¬ 
bacco policy states: pos¬ 
session of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts by students on 
school property is pro¬ 
hibited. Students in pos¬ 
session of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts on school property 
may have these products 
confiscated. 

Tom Christensen, 

Olds High school prin¬ 
cipal said, in his opinion, 
there are less students 
smoking than in years 
past. 

Langstraat said a 
Kick the Nic program is 
currently available in 
some high schools. 

Results from this sur¬ 
vey will be used to im¬ 
prove tobacco preven¬ 
tion programs for youth 
throughout Alberta and 
have highlighted the 
need for prevention pro¬ 
grams in rural loca¬ 
tions.

EDINGER - Maynard Edinger was bom in Meadstead, Sask. on July 8, 1935 as the eldest of four 
children bom to Phillip and Marian Edinger. He grew up on a farm 10 miles west of Battleford, 

Sask. until the age of fourteen when he and his family moved into Battleford. Maynard met his 
wife, Vivian, in March 1953 and they continued to date until May 27, 1958 when they said "I Do" 
before a Justice of the Peace in Red Deer, Alberta. It wasn't until 1959, however, that they moved 
to Alberta. It was in Didsbury that Maynard and Viv settled to raise their family and where 
Maynard began his 35 years in business for himself. Maynard started with a gravel truck that was contracted 
with Burr Tuggle in 1959 and then in 1965 expanding into road construction when he purchased his first grader. 
It was in the early 1970's that he formed the company of Maynard Edinger Construction Ltd. Maynard believed 
that a man's word and his handshake sealed a deal and for years operated in this manner. In 1992 Maynard retired 
from business and then in 1994 left, to enjoy a simpler life, back in Battleford, Sask. He settled just two miles from 
where he was raised, he kept busy working the land and raising horses. As of 1968 Maynard was involved in 
the ELKS, he was one of the first Charter Members. In 1993 he was given the award of "Life Time Honorary 
Member" due to his many contributions to the community. Today people still enjoy the results of his efforts 
when they use the tennis courts, Cipperly's and the Memorial Complex (curling rink) to name a few. Maynard's 
continual enjoyment in life was his family, his horses and guitar, it is with deep sadness that Maynard was taken 
from them on January 29, 2004, dying at his home in Battleford, Sask. from a stroke. Pre-deceased by Kelly (son), 
Phillip (father), Marian (mother) and Lovey (sister). Survived by wife Vivian, children: Anita, Mark, Shannon, 
Lisa (Walter) and Brent (Brenda) and grandchildren: Nathan, Kody, Lee, Charlyee, Joseph, Jessica, Dean, April, 
Laure and Micheal and siblings: Gail and Kimble. Being the simple man Maynard was, it was his wish to be 
cremated with no services.
